Document A2 discloses technology for cleaning the discharging part (tip) of the 
sawtoothed-shape electrode by rotating the sawtoothed-shape discharging part (tip) allowing 
it to touch the cleaning member in the charging device. 

Document A3 discloses the technology for cleaning the sawtoothed-shaped electrode 
with the elastic roller.
